Attacks Rival on Taxes, 


Tidelands in ‘Answer 


to Abilene,’ Asserts 
‘New Deal’ Republican- 
ism Can’t Win. 


(Transcript of Broadcast on 
Page IC.) 


NEW YORK, June 20 (AP‘— 
Senator Robert A. Taft attacked 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower’s po- 
sitions on domestic and foreign 
issues last night, scorned a “me 
too” type of presidential campaign 
and gibed at “New Deal” Repub- 
licanism. 

In a nationally televised pro- 
gram, billed as’ “Answer to Abi- 
lene,” Taft discussed vital issues 
and took verbal pot-shots at 
Eisenhower, his chief competitor 
for the G.O.P. presidential nom- 
ination. 

Taft asserted he has gained in 
both popular and convention del- 
egate strength since Eisenhower 
came home from Europe. Con- 
cerning delegates, he said: “I 
can’t find a single one that Gen. 
Eisenhower's gained.” 

Claims ‘56 or So’ More. 


The Senator said he had gained 
“56 or so” delegates since Eisen- 
hower returned to the United 

tates. The program’s moderator, 
Actor Ward Bond, claimed 588 
delegates for Taft, only 16 short 
of a majority on the first ballot. 
The latest Associated Press tab- 
ulation of delegate pledges gives 
Taft 466 and Eisenhower 393. 

Taft accused Eisenhower of be- 
ing illinformed on, not under- 
standing, or shifting his views on 
several issues—particularly reduc- 
tion of Government expenditures. 

“I think the general has gone 
back on the 40-billion tax cut,” 
said Taft. “. .. I don’t think he 
could have meant that, because 
... you couldn’t have any armed 
forces at all, unless you have 
complete disarmament, with any 
such tax cut.” 

(Eisenhower was variously 
quoted jn New York a week ago 
both as saying he favored a 40 
billion dollar tax cut and a 40 
billion dollar budget cut over 
several years. In Denver last 
night the General said he had 
referred to a cut of 30 to 40 bil- 
lions in the federal budget—not 
in taxes.) . 

Taft’s Proposals. 

Taft urged an immediate end 
to price controls, repudiation of 
Truman Administration foreign 
policies, gradual elimination of 
the draft, continuation of farm 
price supports with qualifications, 
and a personal platform stressing 
individual liberty. 

If elected President, he prom- 
ised, he would balance the budget 
in his first year in office. 

The program was televised by 
the National Broadcasting Co., 
the American Broadcasting Co. 
and the Columbia Broadcasting 
System, from the CBS TV theater 
on Broadway. 

All principals were carefully re- 
hearsed for more than an hour 
before telecast time. The “‘answer 
to Abilene” title referred to Eis- 
enhower’s homecoming speech 
and press conference televised 
from the Kansas town several 
weeks ago. 

Taft first read from a text, in 
which he expounded his own 
views and decried “me-tooism” in 
politics and “New Deal” Repub- 
licans. 

The Republican party, Taft 
said, cannot win by approving Ad- 
ministration foreign policy ‘and 
merely promising that we can 


carry them out better than the. 


Democrats. I don’t believe the 
New-Deal wing of the Republican 
party can guide the party to vic- 
tory in the future any more than 
they have succeeded in doing so 
in the past.”

President Directs McGranery to See if Sub- 


Which Line Paid 
Is Excessive. 


WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP)— 

The Government today turned 
the - $70,000,000 luxury liner 
United States over to the United 
States Lines for the company’s 
contract price of $28,000,000, but 
President Truman ordered an in- 
quiry into whether there has 
been an excessive subsidy. 

The White House made public 
a letter from the President di- 
recting that Attorney General 
McGranery determine what “le- 
gal action” should be taken to 
protect the Government. 

Truman told McGranery that 
“the amount of subsidy involved 
in the contract sales price” has 
been “seriously challenged as 
being excessive” and added: “In 
the event you should find it im- 
possible to take corrective action 
under existing law, please con- 
sider the kind of new legislation 
that could be recommended for 
this purpose.” 

Truman’s letter to McGranery 
contained a reference to the cost 
of the ship as “almost 78 million” 
—a figure that would raise the 
share borne by the Government 
to $50,000,000. (The contract price 
on the ship was $70,000,000 but 
there were certain escalator 
clauses to take care of possible 
price rises.) 


Truman told McGranery that 
the company has refused invita- 
tions to review the contract on a 
“purely exploratory basis” and 
said: “I deplore this attitude on 
the part of the company.” Truman 
went on to say “the Government 
is not helpless in this matter.” 

Earlier, Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer announced formal de- 
livery of the super-liner despite 
objections from Comptroller Gen- 
eral Lindsay Warren. 


Warren objected three weeks | 


ago that a $42,000,000 Govern- 
ment contribution to the ship’s 
cost was much too generous. He 
urged Sawyer to hold up delivery 
of the ship unless United States 
Lines would agree to pay a bigger 
share of the cost. 

Sawyer, who replied the con- 
tract was binding and unchange- 
able, said today transfer of title 
had been completed at Hoboken, 
N. J. With it, he said, the ship 
was formally delivered and ac- 
cepted by the company at New- 
port, News, Va., where construc- 
tion was recently completed. 

The United States, the world’s 
third largest and apparently its 
fastest passenger ship, is to set 
out tomorrow for New York. It 
is to sail from there on its maiden 
trans-Atlantic voyage July 3 with 
a full booking of 2000 passengers.

N THUNDERSTORM 


Inch of Rain Falls in Hour 
— Wind Raises Dust 
Clouds, Cuts Visibility 
in County. 


A heavy thunderstorm hit St. 
Louis shortly before 2 p.m. to- 
day, dropping the temperature 
from 93 degrees to about 60 in 
30 minutes.

Land Clearance for Redevelop-+ 


Gross asked for a Monday

Geneva convention of 1925, out- 
lawing the use of poison gas or 
bacterial weapons in war. 
Wording of Resolution. 

The American resolution: 

“Noting the concerted dissemi- 
nation by certain’ governments 
and authorities of grave accusa- 
tions charging the use of bacteri- 
ological warfare by forces in Ko- 
rea; 

“Noting that the government of 
the U.S.S.R. has repeated these 
charges in organs of the United 
Nations; 

“Recalling that when the charges 
were first made the unified com- 
mand for Korea immediately de- 
nied the charges and requested 
that an impartial investigation be 
made of them; 

“Requests the _ international 
committee of the Red Cross, with 
the aid of such scientists of in- 
ternational reputation and such 
other experts as it may select, 
to investigate the charges and to 
report the results to the Security 
Council as soon as possible; 

“Calls upon all governments 
and authorities concerned to ac- 
cord to the international commit- 
tee of the Red Cross full co-opera- 
tion, including the right of entry 
to, and free movement in, such 
areas as the committee may deem 
necessary in the performance of 
its task; , 

“Requests the secretary general 


to furnish the committee . with 
such assistance and facilities as 
it may require.” 

Jebb Assails Red Proposal. 


Earlier, Sir Gladwyn Jebb of 
Britain had denounced the Rus- 
sian proposal as “another move in 
the game of propaganda” directed 
at dividing the free nations. 

Jebb told members of the Coun- 
ci] that Jacob A. Malik, in his 
“fairly astute” move, had exag- 
gerated considerably the effective- 
ness of the convention in preserv- 
ing peace or in discouraging the 
use of the prohibited weapons. He 
recalled the now historic exchange 
between the British and Russian 
governments in. World War II, 
when London assured Moscow 
that the use of poison gas Russia 
would be revenged by poison gas 
bombs from England. 


“Can’t Have It Both Ways.” 
“The Soviet did not reply then 
they considered it a violation of 
international law to stockpile gas 
weapons,” Jebb continued. ‘“In- 
deed, they expressed deep grati- 
tude for the fact they were ready 
for use in the Allied cause. 

“Now, the Soviet delegate ex- 
presses horror that nations are 
preparing for defense against 
bacteriological attack. Even the 
Russians cannot have it both 
ways.” 

Jebb emphasized that interna- 
tional agreements of the nature 
of the Geneva protocal rely chief- 
ly for compliance on the “good 
faith” of the signers. Aggressors, 
he added, are not likely to be re- 
luctant to use prohibited weap- 
ons. Thus nations must look to 
their own defenses. He recalled 
the Soviet Union had suggested 
a system of controls to enforce 
the Geneva protocol in 1928. 

“We ourselves, of course, have 
signed and ratified the Geneva 
protocol and we firmly intend to 
observe it most scrupulously,” 
Jebb said. “The reserv 
which we made to the protocol 
are very similar to those made by 
the Soviet Union. Mr. Malik sug- 
gested that we might be insulted

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BRITISH EMBASSY 
ANNEX IN CAPITAL 
DAMAGED BY FIRE 


WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP) 
—A midnight fire at the British 
embassy threatened the main 
chancery, scorched an annex and 
did an estimated $10,000 damage 
— it was brought under con- 
trol. : . 

Sir Oliver Franks, the British 
ambassador, entered the chancery 
lobby wearing a topcoat over his 
pajamas to watch the blaze. He 
was joined by other embassy resi- 
dents, none of whom was evacuat- 
ed.

Flames shot 50 feet in the air. 
Franks ordered the embassy’s 
roof sprinklers turned on to wet 
aown the main building.

This shed, 
which contained about 300 gallons 
of paint, furniture and 24 air- 
conditioners, was demolished.

SCIENTIST BELIEVES 
IN SEA SERPENTS 
AFTER LONG VOYAGE 


PLYMOUTH, England, June 20 
(UP) — Danish scientist Anton 
Bruun said today that he found 
“plenty” of evidence on a 63,000- 
mile ocean research voyage that 
sea serpents do exist. 

“TI believe in sea serpents,” 
Bruun said on his arrival here in 
the Danish research ship Gala- 
thea. “I must confess we. didn’t 
find any. But I found plenty of 
reliable evidence to. prove that 
they do exist.” 

The Galathea has gone around 
the world since it left here in 
October 1950. 

Bruun, leader of the expedition, 
said he found life on the deepest 
known bottom of the sea—35,410 
feet down. ; 

Silt brought up from the depth 
of more than six miles off the 
east coast of Mindanao con- 
tained evidence of simple forms 
of life, Bruun said.

Whether St. Louis will obtain 
more public housing remains in 


doubt in spite of yesterday’s an- 
nouncement of a congressional 
conference compromise on the 
national program, federal housing 
officials told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day. 

In the first instance, the fate 
of additional housing, here and 
throughout the nation, depends 
on whether Congress sustains the 
compromise. 


After that, the question will be 
whether the Public Housing Ad- 
ministration allots St. Louis part 
of the housing to be permitted in 
the next federal fiscal year. S*. 
Louis will come up against the 
claims of many other ities. 


Compromise of 35,000 Units. 

The compromise was an agree- 
ment between conferees from the 
Senate and the House to allow 
35,000 dwelling units of public 
housing for the entire national 
program for the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1. President Truman had 
asked for 75,000 units, but the 
House cut this to 5000, reflecting 
the same fight by enemies of pub- 
lic housing that had held the pro- 
gram for the fiscal year now end- 
ing down to 50,000 units. 

Friends of public housing an- 
ticipate there will be a hard new 
fight on the floor of the House 
against the conference compro- 
mise. 
If the 35,000 figure is finally 
adopted, it is possible St. Louis 
can count on some further hous- 
ing, William E. Bergeron, PHA 
regional director at Chicago, told 
the Post-Dispatch. However, he 
pointed out that St. Louis’s plans 
for the next projects are not as 
far advanced as those of some | 


In addition, he said, the general 
national policy is to spread the 
available new housing over vari- 
ous parts of the country, rather 
than allow a strictly “first come, 
first served” arrangement. If the 
latter rulé prevailed, he explained, 
New York, or a group of a few 
large cities, doubtless could absorb 
the entire national quota, leaving 
nothing for other cities.

Preliminary approval by PSIA 
has been obtained for a project 
for 1668 dwelling units for Ne- 
groes on an adjoining site, M-6. 
About half of the 276 parcels of 
property in tnat site have been 
placed under option for pur- 
chase, but no arrangement has 
been made by PHA yet for fi- 
nancing the purchase.

Streetcar and bus service will 
be reduced by a total of 182 
round trips daily effective July Il, 
the Public Service Co. announced 
last night. It will be the second 
major reduction in service in less 
than one month. 

The July 1 cuts will affect 18 
bus and streetcar routes, and will 
represent a 1.74 per cent drop in 
the total of 10,484 daily round 
trips on the system. On June ‘5, 
the company lopped 262 round 
trips off other bus lines, a re- 
duction of slightly more than 2 
per cent in total service, 

Transit Hearing. 
Meanwhile, representatives of 
10 community business and trade 
organizations in St. Louis and St.

The hearing was conducted by 
the Mayor’s Committee on Public 
Transit Ownership, which is ex- 
ploring the feasibility of some 
form of public acquisition of the 
transit system. 

Samuel H. Liberman, chairman 
of the committee, said the or- 
ganization representatives 
“thought the service was pretty 
bad and expressed the view that 
it was lack of service, not fares, 
which was hurting people most.”

WASHINGTON, June 20—Sen- 
ator James P. Kem (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, and Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Charles F. Brannan wound 
up their two-day verbal bout to- 
day. There was no official deci- 
sion but it looked as though Bran- 
nan won on points. 


“The record in this investiga- 
tion proves adequately and com- 
pletely the ridiculous character of 
the charges made against me by 
Secretary Brannan,” said Kem in 
a mimeographed statement hand- 
ed out at the conclusion of hear- 
ings before the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee, of which Kem is 
a member, 


“I think asking the American 
farmers to depend on your votes, 
Senator Kem, is like asking them 
to depend on a punchboard—ev- 
ery once in a while, if they’re 
lucky, they get a little box of 
chocolates,” Brannan commented. 


Ellender Seems Bored. 


The hearing was accorded Kem 
by the committee to give him an 


opportunity to cross-examine 
Brannan on the _  Secretary’s

Kem started out strong yester- 
day morning but as the sessions 
progressed his defenses seemed to 
weaken.

The Senator, who is running 
for re-election, devoted today’s 
defensive efforts to Brannan’s 
charges that he had voted against 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion programs, but not before he 
managed to drag in a subject that 
has dominated much of his poli- 
tical life in Washington—British 
socialism. 


“Now,” said Kem sternly to 


Brannan, “can you tell me who 
owns the British electric system?” 
“No, I sure can’t,” replied 
Brannan, somewhat bewildered. 
Kem affected astonishment. 
“You mean you're not informed 
on the inroads of socialism in the 
British Isles?” 
“I’m not interested in socialism 
anywhere,” said Brannan. 


“Well, your charges have done 
a lot of harm to REA by identify- 
ing with REA unessential power 
spending by the Government, 
which is socialism,” Kem said. 


Hearing ‘C-1l-0-s-e-d.’ 


Shortly after noon Ellender, 


who had been toying impatiently 


with his gavel, brought it down 
with a thump. “This hearing is 
closed,” he said. So there would 
be no mistake he spelled it out, 
“‘c-]-0-s-e-d.” 

Since Kem had demanded .docu- 
mentation of Brannan’s charge 
he had little justification for 
criticizing Brannan for preparing 
it, but he did charge it was in- 
accurate in that Brannan did not 
include some of Kem’s “good” 
votes. 


The secretary stood his ground 
100 per cent, which led to the 
strong supposition his unusual 
course of criticizing a Senator 
had President Truman’s approval. 

Kem also stood his ground for 
the most part, but toward the end 
of the session yesterday he tacit- 
ly admitted he might have vot- 
ed against farmers’ interests on 
one occasion “when the national 
solvency was at stake; I tried to 
steer a middle course.”

“There is no such policy in 
campaign speeches such as we 


are now hearing,” replied Bran- | 


nan. 


Actually it did appear that Kem 
was setting up a defense of his 
record for use in his campaign 
in Missouri. Many of the issues 
are complex and cannot easily be 
explained to the voters. Even the 
record votes are subject to vary- 
ing interpretations. 


Brannan’s rejoinders moved 
Kem to remark at one point, “it 
seems to me I’m damned if I do 
and damned if I don’t, according 
to you.” At another, he said, “I 
may be dumb, but I don’t under- 
stand his answers at all.” 


One of Brannan’s “opinions” 
was that in the last Congress 
Kem “took the leadership of the 
drive to delay and harass remedial 
legislation” to correct deficien- 
cies in the Commodity Credit 
Corp.‘ grain storage program. 


“I never was opposed to the 
grain storage program and you 
are deliberately trying to deceive 
the committee,” said Kem. 


Brannan replied by producing 
records which showed that Sena- 
tor George D. Aiken (Rep.), Ver- 
mont, supported Brannan’s view- 
point. Aiken, who sat smiling at 
the table, generally had been try- 
ing to help Kem.

Dollar Volume Was 31

The St. Louis Federal Resérve 
district led the entire United 
States in increased department 
store sales last week as the rece 
ord-breaking heat spurred pur- 
chases of electric fans, summer 
apparel and other “hot weather 
merchandise.”

Easing of credit regulations 
helped stimulate sales, and Fath- 
er’s day sales promotions here 
apparently were more successful 
this year, the bank said, 

In the four-week period ending 
last Saturday, volume was up 13 
per cent in St. Louis and 14 per 
cent in this district, which takes 
in parts of seven states. Cumu- 
lative sales for the year through 
mid-June totaled 1 per cent more 
than in the corresponding period 
of 1951 for the metropolitan area 
and the district. 

Sales in New York, where a

_year, were down 8 per cent last 
week, and sales in the Minneap-

Claims ‘Self Defense. 


| DONIPHAN, Mo;, June 20 (AP) 
—Joe Cochran, 60 years old, for- 
mer sheriff of Ripley county, was 
shot to death and an 18-year-old 
boy, a bystander, was seriously 
wounded by a bullet that had 
passed through thé former sher- 
iff’s body, on a busy street here 
today.

WASHINGTON, June 20 (UP)—

Costello.

Williams, who began the expo- 
sure of scandals in the tax-collect- 
ing Internal Revenue Bureau, said 
the generosities extended to Kas- 
tel were stretched out over a 
15-year period.

Kastel has been described as 
operator and principal share- 
holder with Costello in some rich 
Louisiana rackets—including a 
New Orleans slot machine opera- 
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000 in four years. Kastel has 
been living in New Orleans. 

Williams said the record shows 
that “this racketeer has had very 
little respect for our income tax 
laws and that the Government has 
an equally poor record of collec- 
tion of taxes from him. 


“Altogether during the past 15 
years a total of $315,156 repre- 
senting income taxes due from 
Kastel has been marked off—or 
an average of over $20,000 per 
year. 

“This does not include the 
$148,043 which was marked off by 
the Government in 1942 as repre- 
senting cancellation of proposed 
penalties,” 

Williams said. United States 
District Court judgments in Louis- 
iana totaling more than $25,000 
were entered in June 1942, on 
Costello’s back taxes and penal- 
ties in the years 1926 through 
1932. The Government made its 
assessments for those -years in 
'1934, Williams said.

BALTIMORE, June 20 (AP)— 
The Baltimore district office of 
the Customs Service received in- 
structions June 12 from Washing- 
ton directing that Owen Lattimore | 
not be permitted to leave the| 
country. 

J. Eugene Kennedy, assistant 
collector of customs for the dis- 
tricts, said today the order was 


relayed to customs officials at 
ports of embarkation in the dis- 
trict—Baltimore, Washington Na- 
tional Airport and the Naval Air 
Station at Patuxent, Md. 

The bulletin, known technically | 
as a “proscription list,” came 
from Washington over the signa- | 
ture of Frank Down, customs com- | 
missioner. It specifies that the 
persons named may not be issuede 
passports. Dow signs all such bul- 
letins, but they are issued at the 
request of the State Department. 

Earlier Revort on Bar. 

The Baltimore Sun earlier had 
gotten confirmation of the State 
Department order from customs 
officials in New York. 

Asked about It, the department 
declined to give a yeS-or-no an- 
swer but said Lattimore had not 
applied for a passport. 

Lattimore himself told an As- 
sociated Press reporter he did not 
know “what the whole story is 
all about.” He is a professor at 
Johns Hopkins in Baltimore and 
was the central figure in a 
months-long Senate investigation 
of the Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions of which he was a trustee. 

Lattimore denied repeatedly 
that he was a Communist or had 
any Communist connections. The 
investigation, by the Internal Se- 
curity (McCarran) subcommittee, 
was aimed at learning whether 
I.P.R. exerted any subversive in- 
fluences’ over State Department 
Far Eastern policy. 

Comment by Lattimore. 

“If I had asked for a passport,” 
Lattimore said today, “I would be 
following it up and asking the 
State Department about it. But, 
inasmuch as I haven’t asked for a 
passport, the whole thing mysti- 
fies me.” | 

Lattimore has been the target 
of a number of attacks by Sena- 
tor McCarthy (Rep.), Wis., who 
has said the professor is a Soviet 
spy -and the “chief architect” of 
the Administration’s Far Eastern 
policy, which McCarthy said re- 
sulted in the Communists taking 
over China. 

This, too, Lattimore has denied. 
The Sun says its information 
about the Lattimore passport | 
matter was supplied in an inter-

Paper Quotes Official. 

Durning was quoted as saying 
that if Lattimore were to attempt 
to leave the country, he would be 
halted by customs officials. The 
Sun said that Durning predicted, 
too, that any trip by Lattimore 
out of the country would be “a 
one-way trip.” 

An aid to Durning said the 
name of an Owen Lattimore 
was on a list distributed several 
weeks ago to customs officials. 
The aid said the list was signed 
by Ruth Shipley, head of the 
State Department’s passport di- 
vision, and contained a roster of 
persons recently denied passports 
by the department.

Story of Failure and Humiliation 


In Denison as in Abilene They Lived on 
Wrong Side of Tracks After Retreat 
From Unhappy Business Venture.

DENISON, Tex., June 20—Gen. 
Dwight David Eisenhower comes 
home tomorrow to the Red river 
valley where he was born, to the 
little railroad town of Denison, 
on the wrong side of the tracks. 

There will be a civic reception 
for him in Denison as there was 
a fortnight ago in Abilene, Kan., 
in the Kaw river valley where he 
grew up, again on the wrong side 
of the tracks, and went forth to

Denison, which knew him first, is 
not. willing to yield priority to 
Abileneg which enjoyed the first 
publicity. 

Abilene has taken over the old 
Eisenhower frame house as the 
nucleus of an Eisenhower mu- 
seum. Denison also has an old 
Eisenhower house—not exactly a 
log cabin—which it considers a 
museum piece. Eisenhower spent 
most of his first 20 years in 
Abilene, but he spent most of his 
first 20 months in Denison. 

So the question rages: Is Gen- 
eral- White House Candidate 
Eisenhower a Texan or a Kansan? 
The Denison story is all the 
more interesting because LEisen- 
hower’s father retreated here 
from the Abilene area. He had 
failed in storekeeping there. 
Partner Left Him With Debts. 
David Eisenhower, father of the 
future General of the Armies, was 
a dreamer, a deeply religious 
man, a fine husband and father, 
but no shakes as a farmer or 
vendor of merchandise. Migrating 
from Germany and Switzerland, 
the Eisenhowers’ ancestors had 
settled in Pennsylvania, pros- 
pered at farming, and moved on 
to Kansas, where likewise they 
farmed well.

His break began when Grand- 
papa Jacob Eisenhower, losing his 
wife, and lonely, persuaded his 
son David to end his exile in 
Denison and return to Abilene.

SIGH INDICTMENT 
STUDIED BY JUBEE 


Motion to Obtain Bill of 
Particulars in Tax Case 
Also Under Advise- 


ment. 


A motion to dismiss the indict- 


ment charging Fred .M. Saigh, 
owner of the St. Louis Cardinals 
baseball club, with income tax 
evasion, and a“motion to obtain a 
bill of particulars were taken un- 
der advisement today by United 
States District Judge Roy W. 
Harper. 

Saigh’s attorneys argued that 
the Government failed to follow 
the usual procedures in investi- 
gating criminal tax cases in han- 
dling his case. They charged that 
the normal foutine of sending 
records on the matter to Kansas 
City, Chicago and Washington for 
further checking was by-passed 
and the Saigh inquiry referred 
directly to the grand jury here, 
which brought in the indictment. 

Procedure Called Disregarded. 

“The Government in this case 
showed a complete and absolute 
disregard for procedure,” Attor- 
ney R. H. McRoberts declared. “It 
was not fair, it was not equitable, 
it was not square shooting, it was 
not just, and I believe we can 
show it was not legal.” 

In asking for the bill of partic- 
ulars, Henry Lowenhaupt, another 
of Saigh’s lawyers, said the de- 
fense wanted to find out where 
the “excess gross income” charged 
in the indictment came from, “We 
don’t know.” he added. 

Judge Harper expressed the 
opinion that such an inquiry need 
not be handled through a motion. 
He said he thought a conference 
could be arranged between 
Saigh’s attorneys and the United 
States attorney to furnish the de- 
sired information. 

Reviewing affidavits by Gov- 
ernment agents, McRoberts said 


‘| the Saigh case was first submitted 


to the grand jury in July 1951. 
In October 1951, he continued, 
an opportunity was given Saigh 
to confer with special agents in 
the Internal Revenue intelligence 
unit. “He refused because it was 
merely a fact-finding ‘investiga- 
tion,” McRoberts explained. 

On March 18, 1952, Hyman 
Stolar, another attorney for 


.| Saigh, notified the Internal Rew 


enue Bureau he desired a confer- 
ence with the district or regional 
counsels of the bureau at Kansas 
City or Chicago. 

Case to Grand Jury. 

Then last April 18, the agent 
investigating the Saigh case was 
told by his superior that the 
grand jury wanted to hear the 
case, McRoberts continued. On 
April 20 and 21, a rough draft of 
the agent’s report was reviewed 
by the Kansas City district coun- 
sel, Frederick M. Seltzer. The 
case was submitted to the grand 
jury April 22 and the indictment 
resulted. 

McRoberts said the “OK to go 
ahead with” the Saigh investiga- 
tion was given in a “last-minute 
telephone call” from Ellis Slack, 
chief of the tax division in the 
Justice Department. 

Saigh, indicted April 22, is 
charged in five counts with evad- 
ing a total of $49,620 in taxes on 
unreported income totaling $108,- 
824 for the years 1946 through 
1949.

Speaking at a rally of Pike 
county Democrats, Welch made it

- CINCINNATI, June 20 (AP)—

striking yesterday. 

. The order, which he said he 
‘would prepare shortly, does not 
apply to more than 3000 CIO 
United Auto Worker employes, 
who went on strike. there today. 
They left because of a fall-down 
on contract negotiations, a spokes- 
man said. 

The AFL ninvhintete struck yes- 
‘terday, and when they were 
Joined by the other union, produc- 
‘tion of practically one-half the 
country’s jet engines stopped. 

The company asked Judge Hoy 
to order the AFL machinists back 
to work on the ground that, al- 
though the work contract expired 
last March, a clause provided it 
to be continued for a year unless 
there was written notice of termi- | 
nation. The company said the | 
union did not give such notice. 

Whether the machinists will re- | 
fuse to, cross UAW picket lines | 
was not determined immediately. 
The UAW respected the machin- | 
ists’ lines before they, too, struck. | 

Four thousand non-union office | 
and supervisory workers, who did | 
not cross the lines yesterday, 
were back at their jobs today. 

The machinists went on strike 
in support of a demand for a 
union shop, 10 per cent wage in- 
crease and elimination of a work 
classification system. 

The machinists have been 
working on a wage scale which 
ranges from $1.47 an hour to 
$2.21 with an average of $1.78. 
The scale for the automobile 
workers was reported to be 
slightly higher.

‘ NEARLY READY 10 TEST 


Use on Monkeys to Be 
Watched Little Longer, Says 
Foundation — Director. 


A vaccine that can immunize 
monkeys against infantile paraly- 
sis is almost ready to be tried on 
human beings, Dr. Hart E. Van 
Riper of New York, medical di- 
rector of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis, said here 
yesterday. 

“We're not yet ready to say 
just when the human trials 
should start,” he said. “We want 
to watch those monkeys a little 
longer first.” 

Human trials of another im- 
munizing substance, involving 50,- 
000°-to 60,000 school children of 
some medium-sized city, probably 
in the South, are to be conducted 
this summer. This substance, Dr. 
Van Riper said, gives protecticn 
for only a few weeks, Thus it 
would be impractical for mass im- 
™munization, but results of -the 
trials will be of scientific value, 
he--said. 

Valuable Data on Dosage. 


In the trials this summer, half 
the children will be given injec- 
tions of gamma globulin, a part 
of the blood that contains an- 
tibodies with which the human 
system fights infection. The other 
half will be given a gelatin sub- 
stitute. Incidence of poliomyelitis 
in the two groups will be com- 
pared in the weeks that follow. 

“Giving gamma globulin on a 
mass scale to prevent poliomyeli- 
tis, even if it does prove effective, 
would be an impractical proced- 
ure,” Dr. Van Riper said. “It 
would have to be given every 
month or six weeks all year, and 
a pint of blood yields only enough 
for 18 injections. There wouldn't 
be nearly enough gamma globulin 
to make it practical.” 

One question expected to be 
answered by the tests this sum- 
mer is how much antibody there 
must be in a person’s blood to 
make him resistant to the disease. 
This would help determine dosage 
of the vaccine, which is made up 
of the dead virus and causes the 
production of artibodies. 


Large Strides Being Made. 


Dr. Van Riper told 100 chapter 
chairmen from five states, meet- 
ing at Hotel Jefferson, that science 
has “traveled at _ frightening 
speed” in the last 18 to 24 months 
in the development of a safe, 
effective vaccine. 

He added, however, that fed- 
erated fund-raising organizations 
had put up “roadblocks” that 
threatened to slow this progress. 
He asked rhetorically why a suc- 
cessful fund-raising system of the 
March of Dimes should be dis- 
regarded in favor of a plan that 


- would offer uncertain results.

For the same 
reason I am in favor of abolishing 
price controls today, to insure the 
freedom of the business man to 
run his business.

A 
farm program must not impose 
controls on farmers and so I am 
opposed to the Brannan plan and 
the fixing of farm prices. 


The Government has a role to 
play—it should maintain a bal- 
anced budget—it should aid la- 
bor and industry and agriculture 
by research and education and as- 
sistance. So I favor the continu- 
ation of the present system of 
farm price supports, to achieve 
some equality in prices and to 
prevent serious depression. Many 
aids to business in the past have 
started new industries and pro- 
tected others. * 
_ The draft and UMT are serious 
limitations of personal liberty and 
should never be used unless ab- 
solutely necessary for the secu- 
rity of our nation. UMT is cer- 
tainly unnecessary today. Our 
policy should aim toward the 
elimination of the draft.

Johnson: Senator, following 
Gen. Eisenhower from Abilene 
to Detroit, it seems to me that 
he plainly believes his chief 
difference -with you is on 
foreign policy and particularly 
the mutual security program.

Taft: On domestic policies it 
seems to me that is right.

He says he is in favor of the 
statement of principles which I 
largely wrote in 1950.

In 
the farm-agricultural field of 
agricultural policies reaching the 
other great group of voters in this 
country, he has stated frankly 
that he doesn’t know anything 
about the subject and has asked 
the farm editors to submit a pro- 
gram to him. So that I don’t 
think that we can say that -we 
agree.

Johnson: Do you agree with 
him on the need for continuing 
the mutual security niaaoalt 

Taft: Yes, I have always said I 
would favor arming the troops 
in Europe, and I notice that 
since he came back he recently, 
here yesterday, I think, made a 
clear statement that he is op- 
posed to sending any more 
troops abroad. So that seems 
to bring him around to my 
position on that question. Also 
his policy of dealing with the 
present Korean war seems to 
be the same. The principal 
difference in foreign policy is 
that he doesn’t seem to con- 
demn at all on any point the 
foreign policy of Mr. Truman, 
which has got this country into 
the tremendously difficult prob- 
lem we have today and built 
up Soviet Russia to the point 
where it is a real threat to our 
liberty and security. 

Miss Montgomery: Senator, the 
general is on record as advocating 
a 40 billion dollars tax cut in 
the next few years. Do you think 
that we can cut taxes that much 
and still have defense? 

Taft: I think the general has |Ceme——271 
gone back on the 40 billion dol- 
lar tax cut. He said that the Taft 
people had misrepresented his 
views. It wasn’t the Taft people, 
because the New York Times 
headline—I went back and looked 
at it—said that he advocated a 
40 billion dollar tax cut. I don’t 
think he could have meant. that, 
because 40 billion from 70 billion 
is 30 hillion, and you couldn’t 
have any armed forces at all un- 


ment, with any such tax cut. How- 
ever, he has modified that, I 
think, to cut some expenses, 
which is very different from an 
85 billion budget cut, and he has 
also modified the 40 to 30. But 
on the other hand, he has said 
that he does not agree that you 
can make the tax cut the second 
year, which I believe you can 
make, and which I am in favor of.

I have a definite 
program, of course. Down in 
South Dakota the farming and ag- 
ricultural policy was the issue, 
and I stated in my preliminary 
remarks here my belief in con- 
tinuing the present system of 
farm supports and eliminating 
price control. Of course, the 
basic long-term agricultural poli- 
cy must be based on building up 
the soil itself and increasing the 
productivity of the farmer. The 
one thing that increases. the 
standard of living of farmers and 
workman is increasing produc- 
tivity. That is, the more we can 
make per man in this country, the 
more there is to divide up and 
the higher the standard of living. 
In the long run that applies to 
farming just as much as it does 
to industrial production. 

Johnson: Senator, do you think 
you have gained or lost delegate 
strength since Eisenhower has re- 
turned? 

Taft: Oh, T have gained. I have 


gained some 56 or so since then, 
and I can’t find a single one that 
Gen. Eisenhower has_ gained. 
Yesterday somebody in Utah 
came out and said that four or 
five Utah delegates had gone over 
to the general, but we checked, 
and today all 14 have signed a 
pledge saying they were going 
with us right through to the end. 
There were one or two other re- 
ported defections, but they are 
just as inaccurate as the one in 
Utah. 

Reisel: Senator, they ond that 
your backers are going to 
steamroller the convention. 
What is your comment on that? 

Taft: I see no reason to say 
that whatever. The only basis 
seems to be that we selected 
the best men for the jobs we 
have. I think Gen. MacArthur 
can give the best expression of 
the Republican philosophy of 
anybody I ever knew. 

Reisel: Gen. Eisenhower sug- 
gested that your people down in 
Texas were unethical and stole 
some delegates down there. What 
is your comment on that? 

Taft: The whole Texas situation 
is a question of whether you can 
have Democrats move into the 
Republican primary and caucuses 
and take over the party and nomi- 
nate the candidate. The adver- 
tisements in Texas clearly invited 
every Democrat. They said that 
you can go into the Republican 
pre-convention caucus and the 
very next day you can go and vote 
in the Democratie primary, and 
then you can vote Democratic in 
the election.

CCORDING to highly credible sources, George F. Kennan {s 
at least seriously disturbed, if not downright alarmed, as a result 
of his re-exposure to the peculiar atmosphere of Moscow. 


For several reasons, this first reaction of our new ambassador 
to the Soviet Union is immeasurably more significant than the first, 
or indeed the last impression of any ordinary diplomat. Kennan. 
after all, is a partner in the remarkable team of American experts 
on Russia—the other member is Charles E. Bohlen—whose opinions 
have gone so far to shape the policies of the western world. 


In his celebrated “Mr. X” ar- 
ticle in “Foreign Affairs,” Kennan 
himself provided the public ra- 
tionale of America’s postwar deal- 
ings with Russia. Knowing more 
than almost any other diplomat 
about their subject, Kennan’s and 
Bohlen’s judgments have carried 
the greatest weight in London 
and Paris as well as Washington. 
On many occasions they have 
proven the acuteness of their per- 
ceptions. For instance, they both 
warned, forcefully but fruitlessly, 
that the Chinese would intervene 
in Korea if Gen. MacArthur sent 
his armies to the Yalu. 

The change of emphasis hardly 
amounts to more, according to 
report, than an increase of worry, 
of corcern, and indeed of uncer- 
tainty about what the next Soviet 
move may be. Yet this change in 
Kennan is as meaningful, in its 
way, as a sudden change in racing 
odds by the most expert book- 
maker in the business. 

Views When He Left U.S. 

Since he expressed them frank- 
ly and publicly, the views held by 
Kennan when he left for Moscow 
are easy to summarize. Kennan 
then was sanguine about the pos- 
sibility of negotiating specific 
Soviet-American differences. Ken- 
nan was also confident that the 
Kremlin wished to avoid any risk 
of general war. 

Here one must note an abso- 
lutely vital fact. Kennan’s belief, 
that the Kremlin has been taught 
a lesson by Korea, and will here- 
after avoid moves involving risk 
of general war, has been the ‘cen- 
tral assumption of American 
world policy for a great many 
months. It has determined the 
tempo of the defense effort. It 
is America’s great calculated risk. 
Thus Kennan’s doubts go to the 
very heart and source of our

that has most disturbed Kennan 
is understood to be the Soviet 
campaign of “hate-America” prop- 
aganda, which apparently has to 
be seen at first hand to be be- 
lieved. Only a few weeks ago all 
the propaganda stops were pulled 
out, so that the intensity of venom 
against America now equals the 
Soviet venom against the Nazis 
in wartime. The American people 
and the American (instead of the 
conventional “imperialist Wall- 
streeters”) have suddenly become 
the main propaganda targets. 
These streams of venom are now, 
for the first time, being beamed 
squarely at the Russian people. 

According to the high sources 
already mentioned, Kennan has 
made no final judgment on the 
future meaning of the fantastic 
“Hate-America” campaign and 
other unpleasant signs that the 
Kremlin is preparing its people 
for a time of peril. What has 
happened, apparently, is that 
Kennan’s former confidence that 
the Kremlin would shirk major 
risks has been considerably di- 
luted. 

Kennan’s Moscow reaction {is 
already producing a Washington 
reaction, judging plain signs. For 
example, instead of happily prom- 
ising peace in our time, President 
Truman has suddenly begun to 
sound almost as solemn as Win> 
ston Churchill, when he told the 
British people not long ago that 
they might find they were “danc- 
ing on a trap-door” under which 
yawned “the abyss.” Moreover, 
even if such a man as Kennan ig 
merely doubtfal and uncertain, 
great questions obviously are 
posed. How heavily can we 
gamble, in short, on the at-least- 
arguable theory that the Kremlin 
will never risk a major war? How 
dangerous is it, in fact, to con- 
tinue the present program of 
butter first and guns second?

The question came up in 
many minds ‘as the Tennessee Senator ran un- 
opposed -in several Democratic primaries fol- 
lowing his early victory over President Truman 
in New Hampshire. 

One answer came in Florida, where he and 
Senator Russell engaged in a hard-fought contest 
with the victory going narrowly to. Georgia's 
presidential aspirant. Another comes from the 
District of Columbia where Averell Harriman 
has won over Senator Kefauver in a presiden- 
tial popularity contest. With the 4-to-1 ratio 
victory go six delegates to the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. The Tennessee coonskin 
cap candidate tried with a personal handshak- 
ing campaign to stem the Harriman swell, but 
the effort went for nothing. 

Only two names were on the ballot. So it 
was a clear cut though local test. The result 
reflects in large part no doubt Averell Harri- 
man’s New Deal and Fair Deal pledges, particu- 
larly his strong support of FEPC, an issue on 
which Senator Kefauver was much the weaker 
with many voters in the District of Columbia. 

For a candidate who entered the race in a 
casual not to say offhand way, “‘Honest Ave” 
Harriman is making a serious business of it now. 
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Two Doors Away

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Promise to Indochina 

Officially the result of the Washington ‘con- 
ferences on Indochina is a decision to increase 
the amount of American aid so that the number 
of native troops fighting the Communists there 
can be doubled. But in the long run it may be 
equally important that these conferences be- 
tween French and American officials provided 
the occasion for an unequivocal French promise 
of complete independence for Indochina. 

Jean LeTourneau, French Minister for Indo- 
chinese Affairs, made the promise in a Wash- 
ington speech, When the war against the Com- 
munists is won, he said, the Indochinese will be 
offered full freedom to choose whether.they re- 
main in the French Union, as Paris would hope, 
or cut themselves off altogether. In other words, 
France at. last appears ‘to be taking the same 
course in Indochina that Britain took in India 
and the Dutch’ in’ Indonesia.

France could adopt if it wished some time to’

Missouri Action on Narcotics 


Having strengthened Missourl gambling laws, 


the State Senate’s Criminal Law Revision Com- 
mittee has now turned .to the growing narcotics 
problem. The ttee proposes 11 bills to 
bring state statutes in line with federal law, and 
to give state officials power they should have 
had long ago. 

For example, present state law makes no pro- 
vision for search and seizure of drugs or appara- 
tus used with them. Nor does the law include 11 
drugs listed as narcotic under federal law. The 
committee’s bills would provide for search and 
seizure, and include these other narcotics. 

Federal law also now requires that sleeping 
pill preparations be sold only on a physician's 
prescription. In Missouri they are sold .over the 
counter. Random use of barbiturates is a risky 
business, and one of the 11 bills would limit 
this to a prescription business. 

In addition, the bills would make use of nar- 
cotics a misdemeanor. The committee considered 
making drug addiction.a disease rather than a 
crime. But the Senators concluded it would be 
easier to induce addicts to submit te treatment 
if, upon refusal, they faced a penalty. Thus the 
object is not punitive but correctional. 

These 41 bills offer a humane and modern 
approach to the drug danger. And with them the 
Criminal Law Revision Committee, under Sena- 
tor Richard J. Chamier of Moberly, has again 
proved to be one of the most effective groups in 
the Missouri Legislature. 
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Senator Douglas on Patronage 

Senator Paul H. Douglas, according to the 
Associated Press, voted against killing the pro- 
posals to eliminate Senate confirmation of 
United States marshals and customs officials, 
but for the killing of the proposal to take post- 
masterships away from senatorial control. The 
Illinois Democrat was one of the few Senators 
who changed from the ranks of those who favor 
the elimination of patronage in these posts to the 
side of the always job-hungry Dixiecrats. 

Many of Senator Douglas’ admirers must won- 
der why he voted for merit on two ef the three 
rolicalls and against {it on the third. The Post-

Syngman Rhee makes a mockery of demo- 
cratic government in Korea by putting seven 
opposition members of the National Assembly on 
trial in what has every appearance ‘of a drum- 
head proceeding. If he can get away with this 
act of terrorism, no member of the Assembly 
can feel that his liberty or his life is safe, and 
only those who are ‘willing to sacrifice either 
will dare oppose him. The way to his single- 
handed dictatorship of the Republic of Korea 
would then be wide open. 


At the same moment that seven members of . 


the Korean parliament are being tried in secre- 
cy, U.N. troops are offering their lives to save 
Korea from exactly that kind of tyranny at the 
hands of an invader, Asians looking on from 
India and Indonesia, Malaya and Burma, Indo- 
china and wherever else the heel of enslave- 
ment has not yet set, must wonder how much it 
matters whether the heel is Stalin's or Rhee’s, 
so [ong as it rests on the necks of men who have 
been deprived of their freedom.

Insurance companies, says The New York 
Times, report a $100,000,000 loss on automobile 
liability insurance over the nation last year.

_ Why the Drilling Boats Lie Idle

Despite. large and rising demand for oil, craft to bring it up 
from beneath the sea stay at their Gulf docks because of con- 
troversy between Federal Government and states; some 13,000,- 
000,000 barrels of petroleum are at stake; what will Congress do? 


From The American Observer 


Along the coast of the Gulf of Mexico, 
many drilling boats lie idle at their docks. 
These are small vessels with special equip- 
ment used in drilling for oil under the sur- 
face of the sea. 


It is not lack of oil under the Gulf Coast 
waters that is keeping this equipmer* in- 
active. Geologists believe there maybe as 
many a$ 11 billion barrels of petroleum in 
the submerged lands under the Gulf of 
Mexico. Another two billion barrels of oil, 
it is estimated, are under the Pacific wa- 
ters off the California coast. 


Nor is it a lack of demand for oil that 
is keeping the drilling vessels at their 
wharves. We are now using about 7,000,000 
barrels of oil a day in the United States. 
Consumption has gone up by 20 per cent 
over the past two years, and is expected 
to keep climbing. 


Our drilling fleet is idle because of a 
long-standing dispute between the coastal 
states and’ the Federal Government. Texas, 
Louisiana and California—off whose shores 
most of the oil-rich, submerged lands are 
located — claim that individual states 
should have possession of oil found in un- 
derseas areas immediately off their. shores. 
The Federal Government says that it—not 
the states—has the right to these oil sup- 
plies. The controversy has brought explo- 
ration for new sources of offshore oil just 
about to a standstill. 

The tidelands are the strip of land lying 
between low-tide and high-tide marks aon 
the coast. This term has sometimes been

in dispute. Actually the Federal Govern- 


ment does not claim the right to 
the riches of the tidelands, but has 
this area—between the low-tide and 
tide marks—to the states.

Whether or not oil existed there was large- 
ly a matter of guesswork. Even had it 
been known that large supplies of petro- 
leum were present, engineers would have 
thought the oil too difficult and too expen- 
sive to procure. 

In the 1930s, however, owners of rich 
oil-lands along the California, Texas ‘and 
Louisiana coasts began to eye the shallow 
waters adjoining their holdings with new 
interest. They devised methods of under- 
sea exploration and drilling. Soon they 
found that the offshore areas had ample 
supplies of oil. 

Assuming that the lands belonged to 
them, California, Texas and Louisiana pro- 
ceeded to grant oil rights to private com- 
panies to explore the undersea areas. How- 
ever, the Federal Government stepped in, 
and claimed that it owned the submerged 


lands. 

In 1947 the Supreme Court reached a 
decision in a case involving California. It 
ruled that the United States—not Califor- 
nia—had “paramount rights in, and full 
dominion and power over, the lands, min- 
erals, and other things underlying the Pa- 
cific Ocean lying seaward of the ordinary 
low-water mark. . . 

In June 1950, in cases involving Louisi- 
ana and Texas, the Supreme Court handed 
down rulings almost identical with the 
California decision. In effect, the rulings

Time for a Four Power Conference? 


T is often said these days that 


it would be a good idea to set up 


another four power conference in order to prove to the European 
peoples that an all-German settlement cannot be negotiated with 


Moscow. 


Any conference at this time 
would, I believe, be a great mis- 
take. That is not because we 
cannot or should not negotiate 
with the Soviet 
Union about 
Germany. It is 
because a con- 
ference now 
would be _ cer- 
tain to fail, and 
its failure would 
be damaging to q 
American and Be é 
British influence ee 
on the Contin-  -.

It can do us only harm to 
demonstrate that we cannot nego- 
tiate with the Russians. Over here 
we shall, of course, assume that 
what-we have failed to do no one 
can do. But that will not be the 
universal European, much less the 
general German, view. 


Who Will Negotiate? 


The Germans particularly have 
too much to lose by not getting 
a settlement, too much to gain by 
making a settlement, not to feel 
that if the U. S. A. cannot nego- 
tiate with the Russians, then per- 
haps they—who have done it so 
often before — could negotiate 
with the Russians. 

The real question is not wheth- 
er a German settlement can be 
negotiated with the Russians, The 
real question is: who will negoti- 
ate the German settlement with 
the Russians? 

The four victors were unable 
to negotiate a settlement for the 
Germans. This led the Western 
nations to the policy they are now 
pursuing—that of a military and 
diplomatic alliance with Western 
Germany based in the theory that 
Washington plus Bonn plus Paris 
plus London will have enough 
combined strength and weight to 
negotiate eventually with Moscow 
plus the Soviet orbit. 

The theory of our present poli- 
ey is that Western Germany can 
be admitted to our alliance in 
such a way as to bring Western 
German military power into our 
forces and under our command 
and at the same time to keep 
Western control of all negotia- 
tions with Russia about the fu- 
ture of Germany. 


The Soviet Position. 


This is the policy of integra- 
tion. Hf it can be made to work 
according to plans, it will be 
necessary to keep the German 
people continually convinced that 
they are able to negotiate as ef- 
fectively for their own interests 
within the bounds of the Western 
alliance as they could if they 
were free to. negotiate for them- 
selves. 

The Soviet Government’s posi- 
tion here is plain enough. The 
Soviet Government wishes to ne- 
gotiate the German settlement

unite and to rearm and then to 
negotiate about their other inter- 
and claims, unbound by 
promises to the West and not sub- 
ject to the veto of Paris, London 
and Washington. 

Quite obviously the greatest 
political disaster that could hap- 
pen to the Western world would 
be an alliance between United 
Germany and the Soviet Union. 
That is the ultimate objective 
which the Soviet offer proposes. 

It is silly to say that such an 
alliance is impossible because the 
Germans hate the Russian Com- 
munists so much. The Germans 
who could and would make such 
an alliance are not the Germans 
we have been getting along with 
so handsomely. 


What Reds Are Doing. 


The Soviet offer to negotiate 
with Germany is not addressed to 
Dr. Adenauer or to Dr. Schu- 
macher. It is addressed to the 
Germans who would rise to pow- 
er in Germany if and as it be- 
came plain to the German nation 
that we are unable to bring to an 
end the partition and occupation 
of Germany. 

We cannot expect the Russians 
to let us accomplish anything in 
an open conference which would 
give the Germans reason to hope 
that, though bound to us, they can 
still be a reunited nation. The 
Russians obviously will do noth- 
ing which could help to consoli- 
date the political pcsition of Dr. 
Adenauer and of the parties which 
are tied to the West. 

The Soviet purpose in Germany 
now is quite evidently to bring 
about the fall of the Adenauer 
coalition and with it the rupture 
of the Western control of Ger- 
man diplomacy by rubbing into 
the Germans the vulnerability of 
Berlin and of the partition line. 


Reunion Sure to Come. 


In a short run—let us say for 
this year—the West Germans have 
so much to lose by not ratifying 
that it would be surprising if they 
did not ratify. But ratification 
will not mean that Western Ger- 
many is thereafter permanently 
“integrated” in the West and that 
an independent German policy in 
response to the Soviet proposal is 
excluded. . 

As the Western Germans re- 
arm, they will become the strong- 
est continental force in the West- 
ern alliance. With that power 
they will find a way, they are 
bound to find a way, to reunite 
Germany and to end the occupa- 
tion. 

If they cannot achieve this pri- 
mary irreducible national objec- 
tive with us, they will do it with- 
out us, despite us, if necessary 
against us. 

That is what we must expect if 
we stand too long where we are 
standing now—with no serious 
purpose and with no considered 
policy to reunite Germany, iden- 
tified with a complacent accept- 
ance of the partition which the 
Germans will find intolerable and

John M. Cates of State De- 
partment Lists Three Rea- 
sons in Favor of Step. 


There are three reasons weigh- 
ing in favor of admitting Franco 
Spain to the United Nations Edu- 
cational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization even though Spain 
is barred from the U.N. proper, 
John M.: Cates Jr. of the United 
States Department of State said 
here yesterday. 

Cates, U.N. cultural and human 
rights officer in the State De- 
partment, addressed a St. Louis 
Council on World Affairs lunch- 


eon at Hotel DeSoto. He gave 
the arguments for admitting 
Spain to UNESCO as follows: 

1. UNESCO members would 
benefit because much of the or- 
ganization’s effectiveness depends 
on “universality” of membership. 

2. To join, Spain would have 
to subscribe to UNESCO prin-

3. UNESCO membership would 
benefit the rank-and-file of the 
Spanish people. 

Pointing out that Spain already 
has been indérsed for UNESCO 
membership by the U.N,’s Eco- 
nomic and Social Council, Cates 
said the matter was to come up 
for decision at a UNESCO con- 
ference in Paris this fall. 

He discussed Spain as an ex- 
ample of the complexity of prob- 
lems which come before U.N. 
agencies. The UNESCO organiza- 
tion has taken up a “frightening 
diversity” of subjects, he said, but 
its basic task is in the field of 
education. 

UNESCO’s advocacy of land 
reforms in some parts of the 
world has been criticized un- 
justly as “socialistic,” Cates said. 
He added that the aim was to 
build up a group of independent 
land owners, the existence of 
which is the bulwark of the 
capitalistic system. 

In other instances, UNESCO 
has labored to spread technical 
knowledge and improve agricul- 
tural techniques, the 40-year-old 
Yale University graduate said. 
In Haitian rice fields, for ex- 
ample, the introduction of small 
fish in the paddies enriched the 
harvest. 

Cates said “misplaced patriot- 
ism” is behind the attacks made 
by many well-meaning Ameri- 
cans on the United Nations. He 
assured an audience of about 30 
persons that there is no danger 
U.N. treaties will replace the 
Constitution of the United States.

His earnest 
dedication to public service has 
made him seem at times humor- 
less and somewhat solemn.

Some observers attribute his vic- 
tory in Washington to this since 
the Negro vote was an important 
element in the Harriman total. 

Harriman believes passionately 
that the only way a Democrat 
can win is by taking an uncom- 
promising stand on all the major 
issues.

At any rate there he is, a tall, 
almost painfully thin figure, look- 
ing much younger than his 61 
years, wearing a rather shy smile 
for the news photographers. In 
the early phase of his campaign 
he talked about stepping aside if 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois 
could actually be drafted. 

Now Harriman says he {s in to 
stay. His managers are critical of 
Stevenson for compromising on 
issues, for blowing cold and then 
maybe just a little warm on the 
idea of a draft. 


Crusader Harriman is on the 
road. He has been told that his 
uncompromising stand may fur- 
ther arouse the South and perhaps 
lose Texas wtih other Southern 
states.

triple that drove in two runs, and 
Rice packed the biggest punch of 


the sixth frame. 
Del Also Throws a Strike.

second base that picked off a run- 
ner at a time the Phillies had two 
on and none out.

I threw four 
fast balls in a hurry and just 
couldn’t get them over.”

TONI WAS BORN Lorraine Antoinette Iadreschi 
on May 25, 1930, daughter of Martin ladreschi, an 
Austrian born in Trieste, and the former Hen- 
rietta Colombo, a Minnesota-born Italian. When 
she was only a year old, her father died, and her 
mother sent her and twin brother, Lawrence, to 
live with grandparents at Turbigo Provincia de 
Milano, Italy, near’ Milan. There she discovered 
that racial prejudice is an international failing. 

“The Italian kids discriminated against us be- 
cause we were of American parentage,” she said, 
tapping a long red-nailed finger to a scalp scar, 
resulting from a. brick thrown by one of her 
young tormentors.

LIFE IN ITALY under Mussolini was amusing in 
retrospect. “We wore ‘Balila outfits—navy blue 
hats with Fascist pins on them—to prove we were 
loyal cannon fodder,” she said- “It’s easy for me 
to understand how minds are warped in dictator 
countries. We never even heard the word democ- 
racy.” 

In St. Louis, Toni entered the first grade at 
Shaw Schcol—twice as big as her classmates—and 
was promoted as' rapidly as~she learned English.

While it isn’t all digestible, there is enough intensity and 

realism in its story of a drab bit of adultery 
to make it engrossing. 

Director Fritz Lang has captured a mood 
of little people living little lives in a Cali- 
fornia seacoast fishing village. He has exdct- 
ed first-rate performances from his stars— 
Barbara Stanwyck as an embittered and sul- 
len woman who retires from the primrose 

path back to her old home, Paul Douglas as a big, gentle and 
simple fisherman she marries for security, and Robert Ryan 
as the completely cynical friend who becomes her lover. They 
are fully rounded characters, with some incandescence in their 
climaxes, and they seem very natural in this “slice of life” 
presentation. | 

However, intent as Odets was on realism, he stuck too 
closely to the details of reporting to achieve more than an ar- 
resting drama. There is no compassion evoked in his rather 
clinical examination of a sordid triangle in a shabby setting. 
The heroine never rises above the level of selfishness until 
the end, and then her renunciation of the affair to keep her 
“baby doesn’t ring true. As expiation, it has too much a note 
of cold calculation. Ryan gives a good deal of force to the 
brutish, misanthropic film-projectionist, Earl, but once ex- 
amined it turns out to be a low-grade, elemental organism 
without too much interest as a human being. And while you 
ean feel sorry for Douglas's good, befuddled fisherman and 
the way he was tricked, he's a little too thick between the ears 
to evoke deep anguish. It all strikes sparks, as I said, but 
not any big flame. 

Among the minor diversions are J. Carrol Naish as a nig- 
gling little moocher of an uncle, and the delectable Marilyn 
Monroe in a bit representing the contrast, I suppose, of honest, 
healthy and legal sex-appeal.

furnish the basic ingredients. We 
have been using the latter in this 
way for a long time but it is com- 
paratively recently that we real- 
ized that rice is an asset to a 
supper salad. 


After boiling, the rice should 
be cooled before tossing with the 
other ingredients. Then it should 
be chilled for_at least an hour in 
order that it may absorb the 
flavor of the dressing and the 
other ingredients. By the vy. if 
standard rice is used, and it 
has been cooked in a _ large 
amount of water, it should be very 
well drained after cooking. This 
is unnecessary with the pre- 
cooked type as all of the water is 
absorbed if the directions for 
cooking are followed. 


For macaroni salad, a special 
“short” product may be used, or 
the long strands may be broken 
before or after cooking. After 
draining, it may be rinsed with 
cold water to hasten the cooling.

Bring 
quickly to a boil over high heat, 
uncovered, fluffing rice gently 
once or twice with a fork. (Do 
not. stir.) _ Cover and remove 
from heat. Let cool to room tem- 
perature. Mix together mayon- 
naise, pimiento, salt, and pepper. 
Add celery, peas, veal and rice. 
Toss together. Chill in refrig- 
erator about one hour before 
serving. Yield: .Six to eight 
servings.

How It Started

The Word “Ineffable” vs. “Ne- 
ferious,” 

HE suggestions of this word 
T “ineffable,” about which one 

of our readers inquires, are 
poetic. One thinks of it in con- 
texts such as “the ineffable con- 
tent of the soul,” or “the ineffa- 
ble beauties of the sunrise,” or 
“the ineffable joys of heaven.” 
The implication here is that all 
these beauties, these joys are in- 
expressable, that they cannot be 
conveyed in words. However, 


strictly on the basis of this term's ° 


derivation, it might mean “un- 
speakable” in a different sense. 


“Ineffable” is from the Latin 
“ineffabilis,” which is composed 
of the prefix “in,” meaning not, 
plus “effabilis,” which is, in turn, 
composed of “out” plus “fari,” 
to speak. Thus, “incapable of be- 
ing spoken.” And what is inter- 
esting here ig a comparison be- 
tween this word “ able” and 
*‘nefarious,” which means wicked 
or abominable, and which can be 
traced back to the same roots! 

“Nefarious,” beginning also 
with a prefix denoting “not,” has 
for its second syllable “fas” or 
“far,” meaning something spoken, 
and thus kin to the second sylia- 
ble. of “ineffable.” However, in 
connection with the oracles of 
ancient times, this “fas” or “some- 
thing spoken,” came to have the 
significance of “divine law.” And 
from this, the negation, ‘‘nefas” 
signified something wicked or 
wrong, and “nefarious,” abomina- 
ble or iniquitous!

Earn 
some of your own money and ask permission to spend it on 
your clothes, thereby relieving them of some of the financial 
responsibility for-your care. But at the same time cultivate 
good taste in clothes, learn what is becoming to you and be 
wary of ultra-sophisticated fashions which look silly on teen- 
agers. Ask your dad to let you take driving lessons: Take 
over the responsibility for your own room. Help your mother 
with household work.

OMPLAINTS about marriage fall into two categories—

British and American couples complain about the same 
things, showing that while modes of living may differ, mar- 
riage is about the same throughout the civilized areas. The 
plaint of a British wife against her errant husband sounds like 
that of a wife from Flatbush, Brooklyn. British and American 
husbands seem to have about the same faults, according to 
their wives. ' ,

THIS WAS BROUGHT OUT by a study made by Sir Cyril 
Burt, one of the leading British psychologists, who has been 
keeping track of the complaints listed by married persons who 
consulted him professionally. 

Familiar enough over here is the British husbands’ charge 
that their wives were either always nagging or else were “too 
full of complaints.” These seem to add up to the same thing 
because the worst form of nagging is whining complaint. 

British husbands are made unhappy by their wives’ bad 
temper, lack of affection (or failure to show it) and slovenli- 
ness in dress. However, it was a notable fact that the latter 
complaint came only from American husbands of British wives!

THE UNHAPPY BRITISH WIFE reacts in just about the 
same way an American one does.° Sir Cyril found that they 
most frequently grumbled about their husbands’ selfishness, 
lack of success, untruthfulness, disinclination to “talk things 
over” and lack of interest in the home. Readers of this column 
who have followed my case histories of American wives will 
say, “this sounds like the re-playing of an old record.” | 

On both sides of the Atlantic, wives have a tendency. to 
continue complaining, but doing nothing constructive about 
the causes. Husbands tend to crawl into their shells—to run 
away from nagging wives and think only of their own personal 
interests, to the neglect of both wife and home.

THERE IS A CURE for this, of course, and it is the same 
for both sexes. When discord comes into the home, it must 
be faced boldly and something done to drive it out. Discord 
doesn’t just happen—it is caused. 

Nagging, as a term, covers a multitude of marital. sins. 
The frenzied, screaming wife can nag, but so can the mousey, 
self-effacing wife who never raises her voice. The same is true 
of husbands. But nagging can cause more unhappiness in a 
day than genuine trouble can cause in a week. It should be 
rooted out of the home.

Leah Goldstein Salisbury Has Had 3 Plays She Handled Win Coveted Awards During Past Season

NEW YORK, June 20. 
HEN the curtain was lowered 
on the 1951-52 theatrical sea- 
son earlier this month, Leah 
Goldstein Salisbury, former St. 
Louisan and now. one of the lead- 
ing play brokers and literary 
agents in New York, found that 
she could enjoy the rare distinc- 
tion of having three plays she 
represented and sold from her 
office win four of the most cov- 
eted awards of the theatrical year. 

The three plays which gave 
Mrs. Salisbury the most successful 
season in. her. career as a play 
broker were Joseph Kramm’s 
melodrama, “The Shrike,” which 
was awarded the Pulitzer Prize 
and also won the Donaldson award: 
Christopher Fry’s comedy in 
verse, “Venus Observed,” which 
walked off with the Drama Crit- 
ics’ Circle Award as the best for- 
eign play of the season: and Jan 
de Hartog’s two-character come- 
dy, “The Fourposter,” which won 
the Antoinette Perry Award as 
the best play of the year. 

A soft-spoken and intensely 
earnest woman, Mrs. Salisbury 
sat in her busy office here in New 
York and traced her present suc- 
cess back to “an inspiring St. 
Louis teacher and a branch of 
the St. Louis Public Libary lo- 
cated somewhere near the old 
Jefferson School.” 

“When I was in the eigh 
grade at the old Jefferson School 
in St. Louis I had a wonderful 
teacher, Ella Colfer, who encour- 
aged my interest in the theater 
and later made it possible for me 
to meet Minnie Maddern Fiske, 
who in turn later made possible 
my short career on the stage,” 
Mrs. Salisbury explained. “When 
I finished the eighth grade, I had 
to go to work, but my education 
did not stop. Actually I kept right 
on going to school in a branch of 
the St. Louis Public Library that 
was, as I remember it, somewhere 
near the old Jefferson School. 
The librarians there were won- 
derful to me. There was a rule 
that only so many books could be 
taken out at a time but I was al- 
lowed to carry home as many as I 
wished. 

“I read everything but I liked 
best reading the works of great 
dramatists, Over and over I read 
the complete works of dramatists 
like Strindberg, Ibsen and Shaw. 
I didn’t know it then, but those 
librarians who were so kind to 
me were helping me lay the 
foundation for my career as a 
play broker.” 

Besides the long hours of read- 
ing and self-imposed study after 
her day’s work was done, young 
Leah Goldstein found time to 
take a secretarial course in night 
school at Central High and even- 
tually landed a job as a secre- 
tary. When she had saved enough 
money, Leah, determined 
someday to have a career on the 
stage, enrolled in Professor Per- 
ry’s School of Dramatic Art. 


In the meantime, through her 
old friend and teacher, Ella Col- 
fer, the aspiring young actress 
had had her memorable meeting 
with the late Minnie Maddern 
Fiske when that great star played 
in St. Louis. Impressed with 
Leah’s determination and sincer- 
ity, Mrs. Fiske asked Leah to 


‘ visit her again, should Leah ever 


be in New York. 

That invitation was all . that 
Leah needed. With only $85 in 
savings she soon set out for New 
York and, with the help of Mrs. 
Fiske, within two weeks landed a 


.job in the dramatic chorus. of 


“Kismet,” starring Otis Skinner. 
Under the stage name of Leah 
Javne, the-young St. Louis actress 
went on to modest theatrical suc- 
cess, Then marriage interrupted 
her plans. While on tour she met 
a young college student, Philip 
Salisbury, and later when they 
were married, Leah for a time 
contented herself with being a 
housewife. 

But the theatrical virus was by 
no means out of her system. She

All were struggling young actors 
when she became interested in 
them and intervened in their be- 
half with Hollywood producers. 

“Fine talent can get lost by not 
connecting with a guiding mind,”

HERE ts nothing illogical 
T about shading a bid now and 

then for strategic reasons, or 
perhaps straining a point to bid 
game-or slam. It is silly, however, 
to make a bid which has every 
chance to be futile. I am refer- 
ing to the type of call that South 
made in the following case.

West opened the club ten. The 
six was played from dummy, East 
put up the king and returned a 
club. West, of course, ducked to 
retain communication with part- 
ner, and the ridiculous situation 
then developed that South 
couldn't even get into his own 
hand! After running the diamonds 
he led a heart, but East hopped 
in with the ace and returned his 
last club, and West set the con- 
tract then and there. 

Now for the bid which I have 
called “silly”. My reference is to 
South’s one no-trump on the sec- 
ond round. It is only fair to re- 
port that many well-known play- 
ers would make this very bid—but 
that in no way alters the fact that 
it is an illogical and a losing bid! 
As used by these players (and ob- 
viously, by South here), this sor’ 
of no-trump has no meaning. I* 
does not announce anything ove! 
and beyond the values announced 
by South’s original heart response’ 
it simply denies the ability td 
jump to two no-trump, or to raise 
either of North’s suits. 

In logic, when South bids one 
no-trump in this sequence, he 
should be implying that he has 
something of value in the unbid 
club suit and that he is interested 
in a no-trump contract—which is 
very different from merely taking 
refuge in no-trump. In short, this 
second bid should mean some- 
thing, and the plain fact was that 
South did not and could not have 
a constructive mctive in making 
the bid. When, over one heart, 
North could make no stronger re- 
bid than one spade, South had a 
good sound pass!

1. A British judge, grant- 
ing a divorce to a husband 
whose wife ran off with an- 
other man, cut the husband's 
claim for ‘damages from $700 
to $210, -and said: 

“Her value to her husband 
was diminishing from year to 
year because of disagreements.” 

2. Dr. Samuel W. Stevenson, 
a Virginia professor, describ- 
ing women as “the arch foe,” 
called for a new St. George to 
emancipate American men and 
give them four new freedoms, 
to wit: 

“Freedom from nagging, 
freedom from backseat driv- 
ing, freedom to relax in old 
clothes after a hard day’s 
work, and freedom from indi- 
géstion.” 

Observing with sad_ hilarity 
that men no longer deserved 
the title “mice” as women are 
afraid of mice, he Said, “We 
have become worms.”

IT IS HIGH TIME, the good 
professor added, that men force 
the restoration of the word 
“obey” in the marriage cere- 
mony. He thinks men also 
ought to.decide when they need 
a haircut, pick their own clothes 
and their wife’s hats, and de- 
cide whether ‘“‘the Joneses are 
to be kept up with or not.”
